At Albert Gate, on tha 5ili inet., Messrs 
Tatlftr'sftll lield a sale of blood stock, and 
amongt others offered were liUdy Ulizubolh, 
Equerry, jwd We Dilke, which consiituied th« 
remnant of'the latd Marquis' splendid stud of 
racehorses, The Barl, we beliovo, having heen 
disposed of privately, bis destination being 
the Coiilineiit. From the prominent posi- 
tion Lady Elizabeth had held in the bet- 
tins on last ye.ir's Derby, and the inglorious 
figure she cut in thiit race, many hard things 
were said at tha time ; and when we remem. 
ber that her two-yoarKold performances were 
perhaps the fintst on record, and that last yoar 
the sum of iU.SOO was rufusod for her, it will 
not be surprising- th.it a large company was 
present. A London ooteinporary thus de- 
scribes it : . . , . 

, The three horses, ' late the properly of the 
Marquis ot liaaliogs.' stood next on Iba oaia- 
logue, and the exciiement in the yard now 
became intense. The orowd awajed to and 
fro in danyeruU* proximity to ihe rostrunn 
and show grouo'^ ^"'^ Tuitcr^all csclaiined 
that he never 8:«w such 3 scene in that ynrd. 
Tbe polioe tried th'ir utmost to Itetp back 
the front ranli of the crowd from the heels of 
La ly Elizibaih, but ihcy pressed so closely 
around her that if aha had dot' bsen one ol 
the boJt-iotnpared mares in training, a caia?- 
tropbe would have been the result. All this, 
was being enacted while the m ira stood 
wailing for her turn to go under ttie roairum 
alter Eqti.erry wan «oid. Tim latter is a n co, 
asefnlaoVt of hor«o, with uncommonly good 
logs, but' too 'cloddy' io his shoulders lo 
irate rauoB ofa petformbr on the tort, and 
Mr Shuward cot him for 90 gniooaB. L'»dy 
Eliz-iOeih was now quietly led up to the pul- 
pit, amid deafa:;iii',' h'.iuuta from tho lower cud 
of the yard and the f^K eud of tha cuuipaiiy. 
The mare behaved hernell well under tbe cir- 
ouratltthoes, in laclsho scarcely mjvad whi.e 
Mr ratters ill announced her pedii^ree with 
out any ' embollishuenis.' Mr J. B. Morris 
aud JjhQ Day etooJ near to the auotidnear'a 
boi, and it was from one of them that the 
first' bid ol ' ihrte huutlrcd' eainnnted. Some 
person in the crowd oflared another ' twaoty.' 
andltbat was capped by the Danebury parly 
with a jump lo ' lour hundred.' Another 
'twenty' was ott'ared, and 'five hundred' 
was the quick rejoinder. Ptve hondred and 
filiy was next bid, and Danebury clenched it 
witn ' six hundred,' at which price the mare 
reiuriia to hi-r old quuriera. Tho DuUe, fij 
yaiis, now made up into a sta lion, and a 
Dice, 'lengthy, blood-iika horse, nsuoh worn 
on bis fore iogo, and not overdone with eub- 
stunoe, was next offered. Mr James Weaib- 
erny, nnd the Messra Liruhnm, of Yardley 
Siud' Farm, wore the only opponents in ihiir 
off^ra tor Ibis horse. The former put him in 
at 1,000, and the oik'is wore niado alieroalelv 
b-tweeij' the oontoDding purtiea unfl l,(iUU 
giinnW' was reached by Mr Wcaiherby. 
Measri Graham now bid 2 000 Mr VVeaih- 
eroy rejoined' with 2,100, and tbe \urdlcy 
breedeti capped the auotion with 2,200

Whyitie Austriaus IVere Defeated ai 
KcciiiggratZi 

The first part of the third volume of Aui- 
iria', Slrugglc, in tkc. Year 18C6 ,the oincia 
work on the German war, now in course of 
publication by the Austrian Staff contains 
Bome interestinB particuUrs of the events 
which immediately preccdud tho battle of 
KcsafirKralz. '• lU'nedck," it says, " was 
thorouablydiscour.ined; he h id lost all con- 
fidKniiein himself, his cnlouraRo, his army, 
and the great cause foriji^^hich tho array had 
eona into tbeil^Jl. A>balf ijust twelve on 
Jalr Ist he sent the following despatch to tho 
Emperor ; "I beg your Mrtjesly most strongly 
to make peace at anj! ptlp«(} I'^Wl^PJ"" 
tbe army is inov^ble."^ fo this the Emperor 
rcBlied "Itia itapossiblo to nWKO -peace- 1 
command you conduct a' retreat-wlOi- the 
ere.test order." Bencdok then sent a second 
despatch, from -.hich tho following »-e ox- 
tracts- "Out of eight corps thtro are only 
two intact, although wo havp had no battles, 
only akirmishei; nnd even these are very 
much fatigued. » * All this compellod 
me to retire liilhor. On the road . found tho 
whole of the transport corps, which could not 
be placed sufficiently far back, and it tho 
enemy hadoeiiher tncrgoiically attacked us 
then, or even before the first corps of the 
Saxons had br.en af;»in placed in order, and 
tbe array had a little rest, a catastrophe would 
have been inovilablo. Fortunately, the enemy 
has not yet come up to us. I will »hsre "le- 
lot tho troops rest to-morrow; *.* i' 1 
am outflanked, I cm count upon Hioiii. 

At mid-day on tho 2d, the ohief of tho staff 
teleBfaphod that matters wore iDoltinK better; 
Benedek, too, was more calm and hopeful than 
he had been the day before. Uo summoned 
all tWe gWittl "ficers to his lent,: but only 
anoko to them about matters nf detail, not dis- 
closing any of his plans. Whan liolu-...-r. 
alial E Iclsheim remarked that tho array would 
nrobably not have as much rest as was ex. 
nentod but would bo attacked that night or

battle was to take place. Ttie plan was only 
drawn up at 11 o'clock Hint night and com-

The plan, according to the oindnl report 
now publisbed, was extremely detective, and 
w,as, t^e. ohief . pause; .of ^he defeat of tbe 
Aastrians, . 

TnK French papers are filled with bnn viols of 
Iho late Baron James Uothschild, who i^sver 
spoke ot tbe late Duke de Moroy but in terms 
of contempt and exasperatlQUi— The following 
was tbe cause of his hostility against Mnrny : 
A tew days after tho coup d'etat bni been 
made, tbe conspirators were grently in want 
of money, and much disappointed at the com-' 
pnrativcly insignilicaut sum which they lound 
^in the French 'I'rensnry. Moruy then went to 
'Uothschild and demanded a loan of 50,000,000 
francs. When the greiu banker Hatly refused 
to comply with bis request Morny bepan to 
threaten, nnd intimated that the government 
might have to resort to a forced loan, I^)lhB^ 
child (lew into a lowering piiasion, nnd swore 
that, in case such a pressure should bo ejter- 
cisod upon him, ho would immediately with- 
draw riis whole capital from France aud seltlo 
in another country, Moroy afterwards made 
many attempt^ to 1 conciliate^ ^tothscbUd but 
the latter ! never cxbhangea'aiiotiie^ ^ord with

Tbe ship's papers were 
found stowed away in a small secret drawer, 
whioh had eluded tbe vigilence of the other 
Be%rcber8.
